SANITARY BATHROOM WALLS AND FLOORS 



WALLS and floors can be treated in many ways, all 
inexpensively, but the ideal modern bathroom 
should be tiled, not necessarily all over, but floors 
in unglazed ceramic tile. If, however, it is desired to econo- 
mize, have a hardwood floor of oak, maple, birch or Georgia 
pine, filled, stained, oiled or waxed to suit the individual taste. 
A small artistic rug, oriental preferred, costing from $5.00 to 
$25.00, will give the room a finishing touch. Do not think of 
using a wood floor in a bathroom without attempting to make 
it as near waterproof as possible, or you may ruin your ceiling 
or wall decoration on the floor below, as has so often occurred 
where only ordinary soft pine floors have been put in bath- 
rooms without filling, oiling or waxing to prevent water soak- 
ing through. 

Glazed white or unglazed tinted tiles make the best wall 
covering for the bathroom, especially for wainscoting, 4, 4^/2 
or 5 feet high. Above the wainscot finish in oil colors to suit 
the individual taste. Never use ordinary wall paper on bath- 
rooms, as the steam and moisture soak the paper and cause it 
to fall off or discolor. It is best not to paint directly on the 
plastered walls, as cracks may develop and spoil all your deco- 
ration. Glazed tile paper can be used, but it costs almost as 
much as the decorated walls and it is not nearly so artistic or 
durable. 

It is preferable not to make the bathroom all white, as it 
gives a cold, cheerless appearance, and does not add any to its 
sanitary effectiveness. Decorate the walls and ceilings with 
some light tint, such as pale green, buff, terra cotta, etc. The 
ceiling should be two or three shades lighter than the side walls, 
but in the same general tone or color scheme.

THE MODERN K I T C H E A 



4N error commonly made by home owners is in underes- 
y^k timating the necessity of proper sanitary equipment for 
the kitchen. Only a few years ago it was considered 
good form to encase the sink in wood, thereby concealing the 
trap, making it inaccessible and offering an opportune place for 
the collection of germs and vermin. Many persons have 
actually been horrified to examine conditions of this kind and 
learn the true state of affairs. 

Do not permit this condition to exist in your household. If 
there is need for improvement do not delay, and if you are 
building a new home provide as liberally as possible for the 
kitchen. Do not lose sight of the fact that your food is pre- 
pared in the kitchen and the utensils in which it is prepared 
depend on the sanitary arrangements for cleanliness, therefore 
safeguard against contamination of either food or utensils. 

Acids, lye, coffee grounds, tea leaves and other such sub- 
stances should not be emptied into the sink. Acids will harm 
the material of which the sink is made; coffee grounds and tea 
leaves will adhere to waste pipes, and lye, which many use 
to cleanse the waste, will, when combined with water and 
grease, form soap and clog the pipes. Hot water and ammonia, 
used frequently, will keep drain pipes in good condition.
